“Extraordinary heroism in action in 
the vicinity of Xoniville, France, Sept. 
16, 1918. While flying alone t. 
Fisher encountered two enemy biplanes 
which were attempting to cross our 
‘lines. He attacked them and shot down 
one of them. He then pursued the 
other, forcing it to go down out of con- 
trol about ten kilometers within the 
enemy lines.” 

Capt. Fisher served with the Forty- 
ninth aero squadron, U. S. A. 

Two Careers Linked. 

The connection between careers of 
Smith and Fisher is interesting. The 
Smith divorce follows clos@® on the 
heels of the divorce of Capt. Fisher, 
who a brother lieutenant and 
“buddy” with Bruce Smith in bat- 
tery C [the so-called millionaire bat- 
tery] in the ist Illinois artillery, in 
service on the Mexican border in 1916. 

Both later entered the world war, 
but in different lines of service. 

Mrs. Florence Fisher obtained her 
divorce from Capt. Fisher on May 28 
on charges of desertion. At the time 
it was hinted that Smith was involved 
in the marital difficulties of the Fish- 
ers, but this was denied by all, and 
was not referred to in the suit. 

Smith Suit and Answer Filed. 

The Smith suit was filed yesterday 
morning. In the bill Mrs. Smith 
charged that her husband had been 
guilty of habitual drunkenness for 
a period of two years prior to Aug. 
28, 1919, and that he then deserted her 
and their three children. 

A few hours later an answer, deny- 
ing her charges and asking.that the 
bill be dismissed, was filed on Smith's 
behalf, glong with a stipulation, signed 
by attorneys for both sides, agreeing 
to an immediate trial. 

The vhearing was called at once te 
fore Judge Holdom, sitting in the Cir- 
cuit court, who heard the evidence 
and indicated that he would grant a de- 
cree giving Mrs. Smith alimony and 
the custody of the children. They 
are Bruce D. Jr., 10 years old; Pauline, 
8 years old, and Charlotte, 4 years old. 

Court Action a Surprise. 

The court action was a surprise to 
friends of both families. It was be- 
lieved Smith was at Coronado Beach, 
Cal.. where he has recently bought a 
winter home near that of Mrs. Fisher, 
who has been there with her two chil- 
dren, George Farnsworth Jr. and 
Florence. It appears that Smith left 
Chicago and Lake Forest last August 
and went west “seeking a position.” 
Until recently he continued to stay in 
Coronado Beach.

’ Fisher quickly distinguished himself 
and became a captain and, later, a 
squadron commander. In an aerial 
combat with a German “ flying tank” 
he was wounded and forced down. He 
was later discharged as totally dis- 
abled. 

When Capt. Fisher to this 
country, @ physical wreck of a man, 
his wife met him in New York. He is 
alleged to have told her then that she 
“had better return to Chicago,” as 
he would “ never live with her again.” 
She returned to Chicago and he went 
to a lumber camp at Plato, Mich., to 
recuperate.

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BRITAIN SELLS 
BROKE, WINNER 


LONDON, June 3.—It is announced 
that Chile has purchased the British 
destroyer Broke. 


The Broke and the destroyer Swift 
defeated six German torpedo boat de- 
stroyers in a battle in the English 
channel off Dover in 1917. The Broke‘ 
torpedoed two of the enemy’s vessels 
and rammed another. 

While locked with the vessel rammed 
the men on board the Broke and the 
German destroyer fought furiously in 
a hand to hand encounter. 

Although disabled in the combat, the 
Broke steered toward a disabled Ger- 
man, the crew of which was appealing 
for help. The German opened fire on 
the Broke, which first used its guns 
against the destroyer and then tor- 
pedoed it amidships.

WARSAW, June 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]}~—The Poles have 
launched a counter attack south of 
Kiev in the Ros river region, where 
the reds have concentrated in an en- 
deavor to drive to the northwest, in 
order to compel the Poles to evacuate 
Kiev.

LONDON, June 3.—Reports that Po- 
land had requested British interven- 
tion in order to effect a Russo-Polish 
armistice were denied in British offi- 
cial circles today. 

Russian bolshevik forces are ad- 
vancing on each end of the Polish 
front, but are being held along the 
Beresina river, according to an offi- 
cial statement issued yesterday at 
Moscow. The text wig the statement 
follows: 

“In the direction of Molodechno we 
are cohducting an advance near the 
railway. Southeast of Mozir, near thé 
mouth of the Beresina river, fighting is 
proceeding with alternating success. 

Poles Being Driven Back. 

“In the Bielia Tsrkoff region, after 
fierce fighting seven miles from Bielia, 
we are driving the enemy back to- 
ward the town.

UNCLE SAM AND ARMENIA.

There never was much chance that the present con- 
egress would grant the president’s request for 
authority to establish a mandate over Armenia. The 
attion of the foreign relations committee of the 
senate on Friday clearly illustrates the feeling both 
of the senate and the house relative to the Armenian 
proposal. 

Americans have talked a good deal about altruism 
during the last three or four years. And we have 
done some really altruistic things. Most of us would 
be glad to save the Armenians if that result. could be 
accomplished at a reasonable cost. But it has been 
made plain that an American mandate over Armenia 
would mean not only a little money and a little-ad- 
ministration—it would mean constant fighting and 
the maintenance of a large body of Amefican troops 
in Asia. Our_men would have constant encounters 
with the Turks on one side and perhaps a real war 
with the bolsheviks on the other. How many of us 


Other nations will not be able to point the finger 
of scorn at us for refusing to accept the Armenian 
mandate. Other nations, it is true, are taking up 
work of a somewhat similar character in the near 
east. But they all have Bomething to gain, in the 
Acyuisition of ofl fields, in trading. facilities, ete.; etc. 
The part of Armenia which is offered us is the poor 
part of the country; it offers little opportunity for 
profit while its Mabilities in a military way are 
greater than those asstimed by any of the other west- 
ern nations in western Asia as a result of the great 
war. 

Congress is taking the only possible position on the 
Armenian quéstion. Americans have a sincere pity 
fér that distressed people. They would go to any 
réafonable length to Save the Arménians from the 
aahgers which encompass them. Btit those who be- 
lieve that this pity goes far efotgh to make a 
majority of Américans willing to keép two or three 
hundred thousand—perhaps more—of their own sons 
fighting in the mountains of Armenia have an ex- 
aggerated idea of the capacity for altruism of our 
own, or indeed of any other, people.

EYE INJURIES. 

ORDON L. BERRY tells us in the 
Medical Review of Reviews that 
a i each year in the United States 
# two out of each 1,000 persons of 
all ages suffer eye injury enough to be 
recorded, 

Those who are exposed to flying par- 
ticles should wear protective goggles. 
Those experienced in the subject have 


++ devised standards of resistance against 


breakage from force and from heat, and 
standard frames as well. For those who 
work in. industries where the danger 
ia great the wearing of light goggles 
tmay do more harm than good, as An- 
thony Panfield found when particles 
broke his glasses and drove pafticies of 
glass into his eye. 

Dr. Harold Gifford of Omaha contends 
that farmers suffer from eye injuries 
fore frequently than do men working 
in the industries. They need to wear 
goggles when hammering farm machin- 
ery, driving staplee and even when 
thrashing. 

In factories where men work ifm acid 
goggles should be worn. When acid gets 
into the eyes they should be washed at 
once fn running water. 
should be laid on his back, the eyelids 
lifted and the eyeballs thoroughly. 
washed with water. If nothing else is 
available plunge the head in a bucket of 
water and open the eyelids. Apply a 
salve bandage and send for the physi- 
clan. In‘some places they neutralize the 
acid by washing with a solution of 
bicarbonate of soda. Then cocaine is 
applied and the eyes treated with olive 
oil and bandaged. 


Some advise scraping the plaster from 


making a solution of it and washing 
the eyes with that. Of course bicar- 
bonate of soda solution is better when 
it can be secured quickly. 

When the eyes are burned with caus- 
tie soda or other alkali they should be 
washed with water as quickly as pos- 
sible. Many firms handling caustic 


used to neutralize the alkali. The acetic 
acid used should not be stronger than 
2 per cent. If ordinary commercig! acetic 
acid is used one quart is added to four. 
teen quarts of water. The eyes are 
washed thoroughly with this solution, 
after which sweet oi! is applied. No ab- 
Sorbent cotton should be used, since 
fibers become imbedded in the wound. 

There are those who do not think 


acetic acid is very effective in neutral-— 


izing caustic soda, and mineral acids are 
too. caustic to be employed. One firm 
distributed twelve ounce bottles of 2 per 
cent gine sulphate solution around its 
plant. When a man gets an eye burn 
his eye is quickly flooded with the zinc 
sulphate solution and he goes at once to 
the dispensary. Then the eye is treated 
with cocaine and again washed thorough- 
ly with the gine sulphate solution. The 
eye is then treated again with cocaine, 
olive ofl is applied and cold compresses 
are put on. The zinc sulphate method is 
more effective, less irritating and mors 
antiseptic than the dilute acetic acid 
method. .

Chicago, June 1.—[Friend of the Sol- 
dier.J—I wish to reinstate my insurance 
if I can obtain a twenty-payment life 
policy at a reasonable figure. I have 
dropped the insurance for the last year 
and wish to know the necessary steps to 
reinstate ft and what the fees will be. 
My age is 27. I was in the navy. 
You may reinstate your insurance by pay- 
ing two months’ premiums and giving satis 
factory proof to the war risk bureau that 
your health is as good as at the time of your 
Giecharge. By converting the insurance at 
the same time you may make these two 
months’ payment og the amount of insur 
ance retained, one month for the month of 
grace for war term insurance and the other 
month on the new policy. 

The monthly premium on éach $1,000 of 
a twenty-payment life policy at age 27 is 
$1.98.

BARBERS TO ASK 
RAISE; FIGHT NEW
